Many of the churches are 
beautifully organized and in fine 
working order and the clerk- 
treasurers are making their re- 
ports accurately and promptly. 
With these kind of reports com- 
ing from all the churches we 
can build up a system of records 
that will be invaluable. And I 
fully believe that if one church 
can organize into classes and 
the class leaders do their duty 
and the clerk-treasurer can 
furnish good accurate reports 
, that all can do it. 


Instances have come before 
my observation quite recently 
of members who have been iso- 
lated and discouraged and 
grown cold simply because of a 
failure on the part of the offi- 
cials and those in authority to 
follow the orders of the Assem- 
bly. The pitiful letters that I 
have received have touched my 
heart and at times I have wept 
sorely because the orders of the 
Assembly are ignored and the 
little lambs have been neglected 
on account of it. Not long 
since I_received a good: letter 
from a sister in a distant state 
who told of how  providences 
had forced her to move quite a 
distance from the place of her 
membership. She was _ still 
holding on to the Lord and had 
a good experience, but she felt 
the need of fellowship. She 
had written probably two or 
three times to her pastor but re- 
ceived no reply.. She wrote to 
the clerk and still no reply, and 
I think wrote to a prominent 
member thinking surely she 
would get a reply, but her wait- 
ing was in vain. Still no an- 
swer came. At last she became 
,| 80 hungry to hear from some of 
the Church of God people she 
wrote to me and freely told me 
all about herself that she could 
in a short letter. Of course I 
replied immediately and _ it 
seemed to do her the world of 
good and cheered her up won- 
derfully. In her first letter she 
expressed a wonder if she had 
been turned out of her church 
and forgotten by them. 


To me this is a sad picture. 
Organization would have kept 
her under the watch care of her 
class leader and in close touch 
with her pastor. It is the duty 
of the class leader to correspond 
with members of his class and 
write cheery letters and hear 
from them and report the good 
word to the pastor in the class 








was going through such a strug- 
gle that he could hardly hold 
up under it, or if he could have 
only received a letter of encour- 
agement how it would have 
helped him up. But he felt that 
nobody cared for him and thus 
he was down and out and did 
not even feel like calling me 
brother.

There may be some good 
reasons why some of the 
churgpes have not complied 
with the requirements of the 
Assembly in this respect, but 
I have never heard of even one | 
good reason. I admit that! 
there have been some good 
reasons for delaying it a little 
while at some places, but I do 
not think there can be any rea- 
sonable reason for not doing it 
in reasonable time, and never 
doing it at all. And Ido not 
see any way that we can com- 
ply with our part of the require- 
ments of the Assembly in keep- 
ing correct records at °head- 
quarters without the classes 
and class leader. But the main 
thing that inspires me in this or-- 
ganization is that it provides a 
way for us to take care of one 
another. 

One said, “It looks like the 
pastor could have come out to 
see me only seven miles when 
I was in such distress.” Well, 
it may be that the pastor had 
other duties that claimed his 
attention, but under the class 
organization where one person 
has only ten or twelve souls

Doing Things Right 


People are constantly doing 
things, but not all of the things 
are being done right. It is one 
| thing to do things just to get 
| them done and another, thing to 
do things and do them right. 
The Church of God stands for 
doing things and doing them 
right besides. It usually takes 
skilled workmen to do things 
right, but before they can be 
classed as skilled workmen they 
have to go through a course of 
training and have to have some, 
practice, and the more practice 
the better. 

In our Church work we have 
to learn many things as we go 
because no body in these last 
days has gone before and pre- 
pared the way for us. We are 
the van-guard, the early  set- 
tlers, the pioneers in this great 
institution. And this accounts 
for our crude way of doing 
things, but we are making some 
progress in the school of re- 
finement. And this is our ob- 
ject, this is doing things right. 
In our Sunday school work we 
have had to use incompetent 
men and women for officers 
and teachers, not incompetent 
because they did not have good 
religion, but because they were 
not trained for that particular 
work. The same has been true 
in Church officers, but we have 
made such: rapid progress in 
the school of Christ with the 
Holy Ghost as our teacher that 
it is time now that we can _ be- 
gin to do things right. The 
Lord has been helping us and 
we expect Him to continue 
leading us along and giving us 
the necessary training so that 
many of us may soon enter the 
ranks of skilled) workmen in 
His great harvest field. 


One of the main things that 
will count for us is attentive- 
ness. One that will put his soul 
,|into it and be attentive to his 
.| work and do well what he does 
as far as he goes, will usually 
be successful. In the Lord’s 
work we can do nothing of im- 
portance without prayer and 
this will always lead to better 
refinement, that is, the dross 
and alloy is taken out little by 
little as we pray.

A diglot is a Bible or a Testament 
or smaller portion of the Christian 
Scriptures printed in two languages 
in parallel columns. At any rate that 
is what it means in the language of 
the American Bible Society. These 
two-language books are prepared as a 
means of Americanization and Chris- 
tianization of the immigrant within 
our gates and have been used with 
great success in all parts of the coun- 
try. The Society now has more than 
33 such diglots in which English and 
some other languages are printed in 
parallel] columns. These include—-Bo- 
hemian. Bulgarian, Chinese, Finnish, 
French, German, Greek, Hebrew, Hun- 
garian, Italian, Japanese, Persian, 
Polish, Russian, Spanish, Turkish and 
Yiddish. 
It is the purpose of the Society to 
enlarge this list of diglots so as to 
meet as far as possible the needs of 
those in our own land, where more 
than 100 languages and dialects are 
spoken. Already the Scriptures are 
available in the mother tongues of 
all our immigrant population, but it 
is believed that the two-language books 
will greatly help in the Americani- 
zation program. 
Inquiries and suggestions are in- 
vited by the American Bible Society, 
Astor Place, New York.

“The name of the Lord is as a 
strong tower: the righteous runneth 
into it, and is safe.” Prov. 18:10. 

For several days this thought has 
been bearing on my mind and finally 
it appeared to me so important I felt 
it would be good to write some on the 
wonderful thought, only represented 
in the above asesafety first. Since I 
have come to realize what it takes to 
be a Christian I have been closely ex- 


amining the Christian world of today-i 


and the most important part of the 
Christian belief is to be on the side 
where we can feel and know we are 
safe, 2 


The object of this article is to pre 
sent the thought of safety and this 
should be the most important part 
of man’s life—to get where he knows 
he is safe. : 


Once upon a time in my ministerial 
work I knew I was not financially 
able to board the train to the station 
which I was arising to go to so I just 
looked to God to be with me in mak- 
ing the’ journey by walking. After I 
had gone for several miles I came to 
a very high trestle across a river. I 
saw a .notice, Private property, keep 
off, so I did not venture to cross for 
two or three reasons. First, there was 
a notice of warning for no trespassing; 
second, there was a river of water to 
cross to get béyond tle river, and the 
deepness from thé top of the bridge 
or trestle made it a fearful looking 
sight to behold, therefore, I was 
afraid of the undertaking. Third, I 
had eyes, was awake and could see 
the danger, thank God. The thought 
is, we should not try to slow people 
the danger, pitfalls and hidden snares 
first but awake them and give them 
the gospel truth; throw enough hot 
truth into Satan’s-trenches until the 
force of the influence will go . off, 
sounding like a mighty bomb. This 
will awake the many sleeping unbe- 
lievers and of course they will then 
see the danger of Satan’s devices. I 
have seen some people who didn’t 
want any one to disturb or awake 
them when they were asleep and some- 
times, after awakening them, they 
would go to sleep again. For exam- 
ple, I was once spending the night at 
a hotel and when I went to my room 
I asked for a call early the next morn- 
ing. Why? Because I was on my way 
to a place further on. than the one 
where I was spending the night and 
I had to catch a train to the place and 
I had to arise, not lie there, for fear 
I would go to sleep again. The train 
was due to come and go at a certain 
hour. It would not be important to 
get the people awake at a certain time 
and as s00n as we can but the Bride- 
groom is. soon coming (on the heav- 
enly train) and we want as many 
awakened with their lamps trimmed 
and plenty of oil in them ag we well 
know it is needed, so they can have 
time to get a train, not to some far 
distant land here below but to heav- 
Matt. 25:1,13. 


Once while crossing a railroad track 
T saw the sign, Safety First, warning 
those who were crossing’*to and fro, 
that they might stop and be sure not 
while 
cars were on the line near. At an- 
other place was the notice, Lookout 
for locomotives, stop and listen. Oh, 
how do these warnings sound in our 
ears? How closely we ought to watch 
ourselves and see that we never at- 
tempt to cross any dangerous looking 
place where Satan may have some 
snare. These two important notices 
are based upon two words, stop and 
listen. 

I once heard of a shipman_ that 
had set sail on sea, perhaps for the 
other shore, and while crossing a 
noise was discovered as though a bell 
were ringing. After examining the 


small bell, I suppose it was tied on a 
pole, and a large rock cliff just . be- 
low the surface of the water, and then 
while the mighty billows would roll to 
and fro across the deep it would cause 
a continual knock of the.bell for a 
signal of danger to any who might be 
crossing that way. Just think for a} 
moment, we know it was important 
for this little bell to be placed on this 
staff or pole so it could warn pas- 
sengers to stop and make a different 
voyage, for fear that souls would be 
disturbed and many lives lost by the 
wreck. How much more important 
it is for us to keep the little bell, the 
Word of God, ringing an®# warning 
the lost as much as: possible to flee 
from darkness and sin and straying 
away from God when the consequen- 
ces at the final day will be eternal 
punishment and despair. 

I heard where the song, Jesus Lov- 
er of My Soul, began. It was com- 
posed by a seaman who received a 
dove. While crossing the sea a little 
innocent dove came to. him and he let 
it fly into his bosom and it was re- 
ceived. From a natural view this 
was a wonderful act of godliness this 
poor man did, yet Jesus’ bosom for 
us to flee to is much more needful and 
important. I do not wonder at so 
many, as many as are saved, sancti- 
fied and baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
shouting and giving out a testimony 
and a word of praise everywhere they 
roam.
